Though no criminal wrongdoing was found, the investigation 
did reveal that some police procedures and provisions of the Attorney 
General’s guidelines on internal affaire were not, at times, properly 
followed. Accordingly, the Essex County Prosecutor has referred 
these matters to the individual police departments for them to take 
any administrative action they deam necessary. 

Additionally, the Essex County Prosecutor will be issuing a 
directive to all law enforcement agencies throughout Essex County to 
remind them that strict adherence to police procedures as well as the
